GENERAL RATE ADJUSTMENT 

A proposat fo increase monthly 
Service rates and other telephone 
charges has been filed by the Maine 
State Telephone Company, It is the 
first time since the mid-1950's. that 
the company has asked for a gen- 
tral rate increase In this area. 

Statewide, the proposal would 
®enerate an additional $221,000 in 
Onnual revenues, according to Dale 
Morris, Hé stressed that the need for 
the increase is tied directly to the 
company's ability to provide ade- 
quate service and meet fatvre 
growth requirements, 

“It’s a fact of business life that 
you have to earn enough money to 
keep service up to par, to make 
if reliable and dependable. It costs 
money to add the lines that provide 
improved grades of service, to buy 
and jnstall modern communications 
equipment and to pay compatitive 
wages. Right now, what we charge 
tor basic service just isn't enough 
tn do all that and we regretfully 
have had to ask for an increase,” 
Morris said 

He explained that the company 
wust be financially strong i it is 
i attract the outside investor front 
whom the company borraws capital 
for service expansion and improve: 
Ment projects, 

“The basic indicators of our fin 
aneral health have all been deetin: 
ing in recent years. Our net income 
has decreased ta $216,000 in 1972, 
foot $225,000 in 1970, and the rate 
of return on our investment has 
been reduced to 7.867 for the cut"=
